The charioteer is a female figure representing 
Night, with flying draperies.

Two winged 
horses draw the chariot. Rectangular base of 
verte antico marble, chased gilt bronze feet. 
The side pieces are bronze urns, with female fig- 
ure and scroll handles. Other ornamentations 
of palmettes, lion masks, festoons and bouquets 
of flowers in chased gilt bronze.
